T HE reaſons which have laid the king 
under the neceſſity of taking up arms 
agzinſt the court of Vienna, and making ſure, 
during this war, of the hereditary dominions of 
the king of Poland, are grounded on the moſt 
exact rules of equity and juſtice. It is not from 
motives of ambition, nor from views of aggran- 
diſement, tis from a ſeries of projects, plots, 
and treacheries, on the part of theſe two courts, 
that his majeſty has been compelled to attend to 
his own defence and ſecurity. The diſcoveries 
which he has made relative to this important ob- 
ject, ſet this truth in its full light, and prove, to 
a fort of demonſtration, the juſtice of his cauſe, 
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and the badneſs of the proceedings of thoſe, 
who have forced him to theſe ſhocking extre- 
mities. 

Although the intimations which his majeſty 
received of the intrigues that were carrying on 
ſecretly to his prejudice, were of a long ſtanding, 
yet he could have wiſhed to have it in his power, 
to ſuffer them to remain buried in thoſe ſcenes of 
darkneſs whence they took their origin ; but 
being put out of all patience, by the approaching 
execution of the vaſt projects of the court of 
Vienna, and the obſtinacy of this court, in re- 
fuſing to hearken to all ways of conciliation, his 
me is obliged with reluctance to lay before 
the public, the proofs which he is in poſſeſſion of, 
concerning the ill intentions and dangerous de- 
ſigns of the courts of Vienna and Dreſden againſt 
him. Theſe proofs will ſerve to aſcertain the 
neceſſity and juſtice of the meaſures which his 
majeſty has taken, and to ſhew that there has no- 
thing been promiſed the public, which cannot 
be verified from authentic papers, which his 
majeſty had long fince notice of, but of which 
he thought it incumbent on him afterwards to 
procure himſelf the originals of, in order thereby 
to diſable his enemies from denying the exiſtence 
and truth thercof. 

In order to get at the ſource of that moſt ex- 
tenſive plan, which has been the ſubject of the 
joint endeavours of the courts of Vienna and 
Saxony ever ſince the peace of Dreſden, it will 
be neceſſary to recur back to the war which pre- 
ceded. that peace. The flattering hopes which 
the two allied courts had conceived from the ſuc- 
ceſs of the campaign of 1744, gave occaſion to 
a treaty of eventual partition, which they con- 

cluded 
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cluded May 18, 1745. By virtue of this treaty, 
the court of Vienna was to have the dutchy of 
Sileſia and the county of Glatz; and the king of 
Poland, <clefor of Saxony the dutchies of Magd- 
burgh and Croſſen, the circles of Züllichaw and 
of Swibus, with that Part of Luſatia belonging 
to Pruſſia ; or only a of theſe provinces, 
proportionably to the conqueſts that ſhould be 
made *, 

After the peace of Dreſden, which was fi 
December 2g, 1745, and by which the king 
gave ſignal proots of his love of peace, his dil- 
intereſtedneſs, and his moderation, a treaty of 
ſo extraordinary a nature, as that of an eventual 


partition, ought no longer to take place with 


regard to a power, with which the two contract- 
ing partics lived in peace : notwithſtanding this, 
the court of Vienna made no ſcruple to propofe 
to the court of Saxony, perhaps ſome days after 
the ſigning that treaty of peace, the entering into 
a new treaty of alliance, .in which a renewal like- 
wiſe of the partition of the 28th of May 1745 was 
to take place, as may be proved from the ve 
project which was then delivered in at Dreſden. 
The court of Saxony, in order to the better con- 
ſolidating its ſyſtem, concluded firſt of all on the 
advantage of building it on the foundation of an 


Alliance between the courts of Ruſſia and Vienna. 


Theſe powers actually concluded May 22, 1746, 
at Peterſburgh, a defenſive alliance, it we may 


judge of it from the inſtrument of the treaty 


which has been made public; but it is not a mat- 

ter of any difficulty to perceive, that the oſtenſible 

body of this treaty, was made up folely with a 

view to conceal from the public the fix ſecret 
Number I, 
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aeticles, of which the fourth is ſolely aimed at 
Pruſſia, agreeable to the exact copy thereof, which 
is to be met with among the original Papers . 

In this article, the empreſs-queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, lets out with proteſtations that ſhe 
will pay a religious obſervance to the treaty of 
Dreſden; but very ſoon after ſhe explains her 
true ſentiments with regard to this affair, where 
ſhe thus goes on, $* Should the King of Pruſſia 
«© be the firſt to recede from this peace, by mak- 


ing a hoſtile attack, either on her majeſty the 


* empreſs-queen of Hungary and Bohemia, or 
« her majeſty the empreſs of Ruſſia, or the re- 
© public of Poland (in all which caſes, the rights 
* of her majeſty the empreſs-queen on Sileſia 
« and the county of Glatz would again take 
place, and reſume their entire full effect) the 
* contracting parties will mutually aſſiſt each 
* other with a body each of ſixty thouſand men, 
te in order to re- conquer Sileſia, &c. 

Such are the titles on which the court of 
Vienna propoles to ground her claim to Sileſia. 
Every war which may chance to break out be- 
tween the king and Ruſſia, or between the king 
and the republic of Poland, muſt be conſidered 
as a breach of the peace of Dreſden, and revive 
the rights of Auſtria to Sileſia : and this, al- 
though neither Ruſſia nor the republic of Po- 
land have been in any ways parties in the peace 
of Drefden ; and though the latter, with which 
the king has moreover the ſatisfaction to live in 
the cloſeſt friendſhip, be not even an ally of the 
court of Vienna. It we have recourſe to the prin- 
ciples of the law of nature allowed among all 
civilized nations, they will tell us, that in ſuch 
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caſes it would be at moſt warrantable in the court 
of Vienna, to lend ſuch affiſtance to its allies, as 
n 22 alliances, without its 
being to it to form any pretenſions, ſo 
as to be free from the particular nts 
which ſubſiſt between it and the king. It is there- 
fore ſubmitted to the impartial public, whether 
in the fourth ſecret article of the treaty of Pe- 
tersburgh, the contracting powers have kept 
within the bounds of a defenſive alliance, or 
whether it does not rather diſcover a formal plan 
of an offenſive alliance, which aims at tripping 
the king of Sileſia. 

It is eaſily diſcoverable, that the court of Vienna 
has, by this article, prepared itſelf three pretences 
for the retaking Sileſia; and if we compare theſe 
with her conduct ſince that till the preſent time, 

tis evident ſhe to ſucceed in her aim, 

by exhauſting the king's patience ſo as to force 
him to a commencement of hoſtilities, or by her 
machinations and ſecret intrigues, to blow up the 
coals between his majeſty and Ruſſia or Poland. 

Tis not to be wondered at that the treaty of 
Peterſburgh ſhould have been the hinge on which 
has hung Auſtrian policy ſince the peace of Dreſ- 
den till this preſent time, and that the principal 
negociations of the court of Vienna ſhould have 
been directed to the ſtrengthening this alliance by 
the acceſſion of other powers. 

The court of Saxony was the firſt invited to 
this acceſſion in the beginning of the year 1747; 
this court fell into _ 3 at once, and with 
ſome eagernels : ſe the Saxon mi- 
niſters at A —_ itzdom and ſieur 
Pezold, were provided with full powers, and 
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they were directed to declare the court of Saxony's 
readineſs to accede, not only to the treaty itſelf, 
but alſo to the ſecret article againſt Pruſſia ; and 
to concur in the arrangements that were made by 
the two courts : provided better meaſures were 
taken than- heretofore, as well for its ſafety and 
defence, as to have an indemnification and re- 
ward proportionable to its efforts, and the pro- 
greſs that ſhould be made. With reſpect to the 
laſt it was declared by the order of the court 
of Saxony, that if the empreſs-queen, again at- 
tacked by the king of Pruſſia, did ſucceed, with 
its aſſiſtance, in new-conquering not only Sileſia 
and the county of Glatz, but alſo in ſcrewing him 
into a narrower compaſs, the king of Poland as 
elector of Saxony would be ſatisfied with the par- 
tition ſtipulated between his Poliſh majeſty and 
the empreſs-queen in the convention ſigned at 
Leipſick, May 18, 1745. Count Lols, the 
then Saxog miniſter at Vienna, received orders at 
the ſame time to enter upon a particular negocia- 
tion for ſettling the eventual partition of the con- 
queſts which were to take place on Pruffia, and 
make the treaty of partition concluded at Leipfick 
May 18, 1745, the ground work. The parti- 
culars of all this will be ſeen among the vouchers 
in the inſtruction given May 23, 1747, to the 
Saxon miniſters at Petersburgh ®, in the memo- 
rial delivered by theſe miniſters in conſequence to 
the Ruſſian miniſtry Sept. 25, 1747 f, and in 
the inſtruction given to count Loſs at Vienna 
Dec. 21, 17474. Lis theretore plain, beyond 
contradiction, from all theſe authentick writings, 


that the court of Saxony has given evidences of

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its readineſs to enter into all the offenſive con- 


nections of the treaty of Peterſburgh; that it is 
this court has ſince the peace given occaſion to the 
revival of the partition treaty concluded to the 
king's prejudice during the laſt war ; and that by 
this conduct it has warranted the king in turning 
his reſentment of this treaty againſt that court, 
notwithſtanding the amneſty agreed on by the 
treaty of Dreſden. , 

Tis true there runs through all this negociati- 
on an affectation of ſuppoſing the king would » 
be the aggreſſor againſt the court of Vienna ; but 
what right can reſult from that to the king of 
Poland to make conqueſts on the king? or if his 
Poliſh Majeſty as an auxiliary party be willing to 
become a principal in the war, ought any body won- 
der his majeſty ſhould deal with him as ſuch, and 
regulate his conduct on that of the court of 
Saxony ? *Tis a truth acknowledged by the king 
of Poland's own privy council, when galled upon 
to give its opinion of the acceſſion to the treaty of 
Petersburgh; witneſs the two extracts which are 
found among the original papers J, where the 
ſaid privy council gives his Poliſh majeſty to un- 
dei ſtand, That the principle laid down in the 
fourth ſecret article of the treaty of Petersburgli 
exceeded the rules commonly obſerved ; and that, 
ſhould his Poliſh majeſty grant his approbation 
to it by his acceſſion, his Pruſſian majeſty might 
conſider it in the light of a violation of the peace 
of Dreſden. 

Count Bruhl himſelf, undoubtedly from an 
inward conviction of this truth, endeavoured to 
the utmoſt of his power, to conceal the exiſtence 
of the ſecret articles of the treaty of Petersburgh ;

for at the time that he was ſo active in proſecut- 
ing the negociation at Vienna, with reſpect to 
the acceſſion of his court to the treaty of Pe- 
tersburgh, and to the ſecret articles of the ſaid 
treaty, he cauſed a folemn declaration to be 
made at Paris, That the treaty of Petersburgh, 
* to which his Poilſh maje | 
*« cede, contained nothing but what appeared in 
* the German copy which had been communica» 
* tel to the court of France; and that no ſecret 
and ſeparate article had been communicated to 
&* the king of Poland; and that ſhould ſuch a ſe- 
* parate and ſecret article exiſt, his Poliſh majeſty 
would enter into no engagement that might 
have any tendency to give offence to his moſt 
* chriſtian majeſty :** as appears from count 
Bruhl's letter to count Loſs, written the 18th of 
June, and the memorial delivered in conſequence 
to the miniſtry of Verſailles by count Lofst. 

*Tis alſo true the court of Saxony ſtill poſt- 
poned {rom time to time acceding formally to the 
treaty o Yetersburgh ; but on the other hand it 
was not deficient in its declarations on a thouſand 
occaſions to its allics, of its readineſs to accede 
thereto without reſtriction, whenever it could do 
it without running too evident a riſque, and after 
the ſhare which it was to have in the advantages 
which might be obtained ſhould be aſcertained. 

This principle is expreſſed in clear terms in 
the inſtruction given the 19th of February to 
general Arnim, who was then going as miniſter 
trom Saxony to Petersburghy ; and an hundred 
diſpatches, were it neceſſary, might be produced 
as an evidence, that rhe Saxon miniſters have al- 
ways cxplaincd themſelves in the ſame ſenſe. 
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The eoutt of Saxony, upon a freſh invitation 
to accede to the treaty of Petersburgh, declared 
its good will towards it; in a memorial delivered 
to the Ruſſian miniſter at Dreſden ; and the 
Saxon miniſter at Petersburgh, the ſicur Funck, had 
full powers and other neceſſary inſtruments; but it 
was inſiſted at the ſame time that the king of Eng- 
land, as clector of Hanover, ſhould previouſly 
accede to the ſecret articles of the treaty of Pe- 
tersburgh : and as his Britannick majeſty would 
never agree to ſhare in this myſtery of iniquity, 
count Bruhl found himſelf under a neceſſity of 
waiting the iſſue of a project, that had been form- 
ed of making another very innocent alliance, in 
order to effectuate his defigns ; as appears from a 
letter from count Bruhl to the ſieur Funck, May 
2, 1753, Which unravels this affair: 

The courts of Vienna and Saxony choſe to 
appear in theſe trappings of moderation, that 
they might not offend too much the nice con 


ſciences of thoſe of their allies, who ſhewed their 


abhorrence of the ſecret views of the alliance of 
Petersbu: gh ; but, among each other, they never 
loſt ſight of their favourite plan of previouſly 
dividing the ſpoils of the King of Pruſſia, in al- 
ways making the fourth ſecret article of the ſaid 
treaty the groundwork thereof: this appears plain 
enough trom a letter of count Flemming, Feb. 
28, 1753||, wherein he acquaints count Bruhl, 
That count Uhlefeld had charged him to re- 
preſent a ſecond time to his court, that the am- 
bitious views of the king of Pruſsia could not be 
ſufficiently cautioned againſt ; and that above all 
the reſt, Saxony, as being the moſt expoſed, 
could never be too much on its guard againſt 
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him; that it was therefore of great conſequence 
to reinforce their old engagements, on the foot- 
ing propoſed by count Harrach in 1745 ; and 
this might be effected on the occaſion of the ac- 
ceſsion to the treaty of Petersburgh. 

Count Bruhl's anſwer to this diſpatch, March 
8, 17537 8 Was, 

That his Poliſh majeſty was not averſe from 
coming to an agreement hereafter with the court 
of Vienna, and in the utmoſt ſecreſy, concerning 
an aſsiſtance; by means of private declarations, 
and ſuch as ſhould be made in confidence, rela- 
tive to the fourti ſecret article of the treaty of 
Petersburgh ; with a proviſo of certain equita- 
ble conditions and advantages, which ought in 
this caſe to be granted him in return. He adds, 
I am previouſly of opinion, that what was pro- 
miſed by the empreſs-queen's declaration of May 
3, 1745, may ſerve for a baſis “. 

In ſhort, to conclude with ſetting forth in its 
full light the ſyſtem of the court of Saxony, in 
regard to this acceſsion, we need only recite the 
very expreſsions contained in a diſpatch of count 
Flemming to count Bruhl, dated June 16, 1756, 
in which the former expreſſes his ſentiments very 
naturally in this manner : 

Your excellency is acquainted with the great 
difficulties which we met with from the court of 
Vienna, when in the laſt war we claimed the caſe 


of the alliance ; and the anſwer its miniſtry gave 


us, which was ſtill freſh in your excellency's 
memory, when inſtances mere wade us to accede 
to the treaty of Petersburgh of 1746; and that 


we ſhewed our readineſs to do it, provided we

| were not brought on the ſcene, but ſubſequently 


to an attack on the king of Pruſsia, and to a 
diviſion of his forces, that we might not be in 
danger, from the ſituation of our country, of be- 
coming the firſt victims. 

The allies of Saxony entered at laſt into this 
plan of the court of Dreſden; witneſs, among 
other proofs, an extraordinary paſſage contained 
in the diſpatch of the fieur Funck, June 7, 1753, 
where he writes word. 

That, having been asked at Petersburgh whe- 
ther his court would not alſo lift up the buckler+ 
in caſe of a war with Pruſsia; and having re- 
plied, that the ſituation of Saxony did not allow 
it to enter the liſts till her powerful neighbour 
was diſabled, it was anſwered him, That he was 
in the right; and that the Saxons ought to wait 
till the champion was diſmounted. 

Is it not therefore evident, from all the proofs 
that have been alledged, that the court of Saxony, 
though it had not acceded formally to the treaty 
of Petersburgh, is not the leſs an accomplice in 
all the dangerous deſigns which the court of 
Vienna has built upon the foundation of this 
treaty ; and that being by its allies diſpenſed with 
a formal concurrence, it waited only for the mo- 
ment wherein it might, without expoling itſelf 
too much, concur in it effectually, and ſhare in 
its neighbours ſpoils. 

In the interim the Auſtrian and Saxon miniſters 
laboured only more zealouſly, in concert, and 
in a clandeſtine manner, to pave the way for 
thoſe means which might give an exiſtence 
to the caſe of the ſecret alliance of Petersburgh. 
In this treaty it was laid down as a principle, that 
by whatever war broke out between the king 
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and Ruſſia, the empreſs-queen ſhould be au- 
thoriſed to the retakeing Sileſia, all that was 
then to be done was to bring ſuch a war about: 
no method was found more aclequate to the com- 
paſſing this cad, than to ſet the King at variance 
with her majeſty the empreſs of Rutha beyond a 
poſſibility of reconciliation ; and to make uſe of 
the moſt odious impoſtures and calumnies to 
incenſe that princeſs, by laying to the King's 
charge all forts of deſigns, ſometimes againſt Ruſ- 
ſia, and even the perſon of the empreſs, at other 
times, on Poland, and even relatively to Sweden. 
The publick will judge of the truth of what has 
been juſt advanced from the following ſketches : 

By a diſpatch of count Vitzdom's, the Saxon 
miniſter at St. Peterſburgh, dated April 18th 
1747 *, it will appear, 

That baron Bretlack, minifter of Vienna, ex- 
ults in having found a way, by means of com- 
munications made in confidence, on the part of 
his court, concerning ſeveral clandeſtine practices 
of the king of Pruſſia, to the diſadvantage of 
her imperial majeſty, to inſpire her with ſenti- 
ments which wrought up her enmity to the laſt 
degree; and that the two miniſters of Vienna 
and Saxony were concerting with each other, 
how to accommodate matters between the em- 
preſs-queen and France, that the firſt might be 
able to make head againſt the king of Pruſſia. 

By a diſpatch, of the 6th July, 1747, count 

s acquaints the empreſs- queen with the argu- 
ment he uled in order to excite the Ruſſian miniſter 
countKeylerling, to render his reports more ſpirit- 
ed, and to exaggerate the military arrangements 
oi the king of Pruſſia.

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The fieur de Wei ſecretary to the 
Auſtrian embaſſy at the court of Berlin, writes 
count Uhlefeld word, the 24th Augult 1748; 
that, at the requiſition of count Bernes, then 
reſiding at Peterſburgh, he had prevailed on the 
Ruſſian miniſter at Berlin, to write his court 
word, that the king of Pruſſia was making new 
preparations of war, which had no other tendency 
than to procure the ſovereignty to the prince 
ſucceſſor of Sweden “. 

The 12th December 1749, count Bernes wrote 
from Peterſburgh to count la Puebla at Berlin, 
that he ought to take care to have inſinuated to the 
Ruſſian miniſter the ſieur Groſs, that ſomething 
was hatching in Sweden againſt the life and the 
perſon of the empreſs of Ruſſia, in which the 
court of Pruſſia had no ſmall ſhare; and that 
when the ſicur Groſs ſhould tell it him in con- 
fidence, he was to confirm the truth of this diſ- 
covery T. 

The Saxon miniſters have accquitted themſelves 
in this buſineſs with as much dexterity as thoſe of 
Vienna; and indeed, it may be even ſaid they 
ſurpaſſed them. | 

In the inſtruction which the court of Saxany 
gave in 2750 to general Arnim, upon his letting 
out as its miniſter for Peterſbu there is an 
expreſs article charging him to uſe his ſkill in 
keeping up the diffidence and jealouſy of the 
court of Ruſſia againſt Pruſſia, and to encourage 
every diſpoſition that ſhould take place againſt 
that crown g. | 

No one of them all diſtinguiſhed himſelf more 
in the execution of theſe orders than the ſicur de

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Funck, miniſter of Saxony at Petersburgh, who 


was the life and ſoul of the whole party. 


Never did that miniſter let flip an opportunity | 
of inſinuating that the king was forming de- 


ſigns againſt Courland, Poliſh Pruſſia, and the 
city of Dantzick; that the courts of France, 
Pruſſia, and Sweden, were hatching vaſt pro- 
jects, in caſe of a vacancy of the throne of Po- 
land, and other innumerable falthoods of the 
lame ſtamp, which have been ſufficiently proved 
ſuch by the conduct, full of friendſhip and mo- 


deration, which he has conſtantly obſerved to- 
wards the republic of Poland, and by the care 
he has taken not to intermeddle in the domeſtic 


affairs of Poland and Courland, notwithſtanding 
the example given him in that reſpect by other 
powers. 

It were tedious to relate all the inſinuations 
of this nature which are ſcattered in the cor- 
reſpondences of the Saxon miniſters ; it will ſuf- 
fice to cite a remarkable contained in 
a diſpatch of the ſieur Funck, 6th of December 
1753 *. 

Count Bruhl was always very exact to ſupply 
frequently the Saxon miniſters with materials for 
ſuch infinuations. | 

Tnus, by the diſpatches of the 6th and 13th 
February 1754 J, he gives advices to the mini- 
ſters of Petersburgh of the commercial arrange- 
ments, the erection of mints, and the armaments 
in Pruſſia. Adding this reflection, that the am- 
bition of the King was well known, as likewiſe 
his views of aggrandifement on Poliſh Pruſſia, 
and his project for ruining the trade of Dantzic.

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By the diſpatch of 18th July, 1754, he inſi- 
nuates the king's having a deſign on Courtland, 
becauſe the Gazette of Berlin had pronounced 
Biron dead“; and, in that of 2d Auguſt t, he 
pretends to make people believe that France 
and Pruſſia had been labouring a great while at 
the Ottoman porte to bring about a war with 
Ruſſia and that if they ſucceeded, the king of 
Pruſſia would not miſs that opportunity of ex- 
ecuting his deſign on Conrland. 

In the diſpatch of Dec. iſt 1754 f. count 
Bruhl cauſes to be conveyed to Ruſſia the pretend- 
ed intelligence, that the king of Pruſſia, in order 
to make his alliance go down with the court of 
Denmark, had made it a tender of its aſſiſtance 
to get poſſeſſion of the dutchy of Holſtein, on 
pretence of the grand duke of Ruſſia's having 
embraced the Greek religion, which was not to- 
lerated in the empire; a thing his majeſty had 
never dreamt of, and in proof of the falſnood cf 
which he can with confidence challenge the teſti- 
mony of the court of Copenhagen. 

The ſieur de Funck wrote word to count Bruhl, 
July gth 1755, that the freur Groſs, the Ruſſian 
miniſter at Dreſden, would do a piece of ſervice 
to the common cauſe, if he would mention to 
his court, that the king of Prufha had found a 
canal in Courland, through which he received in- 
timations of all the ſecrets of the Ruſſian court; 
and that a good uſe was intended to be made of 
this advice with the empreſs $. 

Count Bruhl antwers the ad July, that he 
had apprized of this the ſieur Groſs, who would 
not fail acting in confequence. 

| B By 
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By the concurrent aſſiſtance of ſo great a num- 
ber of calumnies * and impoſitions, they at length 
ſucceeded in ſurpriſing the religion of the em- 
preſs of Ruſſia, and prejudicing this princeſs to 
fuch a pitch againſt the King, that by a reſult of 
the aſſemblics of the Ruſſian ſenate, held the 
14th and 15th May 1753, at Peterſburgh, it 
was laid down as a fundamental maxim of that 
empire, to oppoſe all ulterior iſement of 
the king of Pruſha, and to him ; by pour- 
ing n ſuperior forces on him, whenever a 
favourable opportunity offered of reducing the 
-houſe of Brandenburg back to its original ſtate of 
minuteneſs. 

This reſolution was renewed in a great coun- 
cil held in the month of October 1755: nay it 
was there extended fo far, that it was determined 


to attack the king of Pruſſia, without any farther 


diſcuſſion ; whether this prince attacked any of 
the allies of the court of Ruſſia, or whether he 
was himſelf attacked by any of the allies of the 
faid court +. 

To give an idea of the joy which this reſolution 
of the court of Ruſha gave to count Bruhl, 
and how far he was diſpoſed to unite his own 
therewith, the two following paſſages, ſhall be 


tranſcribed, In the diſpatch of 11th Nov. 1755 
he makes the ſieur Funck this anſwer : 

The deliberations of the grand council reflect 
the more glory on Ruſha, as nothing can be 
more advantageons to the common cauſe, than 
laying previouſly a foundation for effeftual mea- 
fures to deſtroy the overgrown power of Pruſſia, 
and the undoubted ambition of that court. 


In the diſpatch of 23d November he expreſſes

The reconciliation between the courts of Ber- 
lin and Peterſburgh would be the moſt critical and 
s event that could happen. It is to be 
hoped Ruſſia will not give ear to ſuch odious pro- 
poſitions ; and that the court of Vienna will find 
a way to defeat fo fatal an union. | 
The court of Vienna having thoroughly ſuc- 
ceeded in this reſpect; and fancying, from the 
new connections which it had contracted in the 
courſe of this year, that now was the favourable 
moment when ſhe might, without controul, ſet 
about retaking Sileſia ; it loſt no time in taki 
its meaſures in conſequence. All the world 
knows the great armaments by fea and land 
which the court of Ruſſia made in April, with- 
out any apparent end; the court of England, 
B 2 whoſe 
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whoſe name was made free with on this occaſion, 
having called for. no aſſiſtance. Soon after, Bo- 
hemia and Moravia were ſeen crowded with 
troops, camps were aſſembled, magazines erected, 
and in ſhort, every preparation was made for an 
approaching war. 

It was not from bare ſuſpicions, or falſe intelli- 
gence, that the king was induced to aſcribe thoſe 
armaments to a ſecret combination, againſt his 
territories, and afterwards poſt , for certain 
reaſons, till next year ; his majeſty had ſuch no- 
tices thereof, as approach to a demonſtration. 
Here are ſome ſketches. | 


The fieur Praſſe, ſecretary to the Saxon em-

Count Bruhl, always ready to do the 
prejudice, and but little nice as w the choice 
the means, promiſed, in his diſpatch of june 2, 
to diſcharge this commiſſion : behold then the 
pretence for a rupture found out at once. *

FING to viſit a certain miniſter, be told

I have but one obſervation to make, relative 
to the doubt you ſeem to be in concerning this 
queſtion, which redounds more to our advan- 
tage, that the king of Pruſſia ſhould remain 
in the quiet poſſeſſion of Silefia ; or that it ſhould 

return to the houſe of Auſtria, and we have no 
ſhare m the acquiſition ? I agree, in the firſt = 
place, that the ſucceſſes which the court of Vi- 

enna may have, will not contribute to the 

making it more flexible towards us; but, how- 
ever, we run not the ſame riſks with that courtthat 
we, by ſad experience, have been taught to ap- 
prehend from Pruſſia, and its great power ; not 
only with reſpec} to Poland, but Saxony like- 
wiſe: nor do I, for my tart, deſpair of our reap- 
ing ſome advantages from the ſavourable occur- 
rences which ſhall perhaps offer themſclves here- 
after; and againſt which we don't omit to make 
ſure, above all, of the friendſhip of Ruſſia. 

Count Bruhl loſt no time in arranging his 

ſyſtem of neutrality, in conſequence of fuck prin- 
ciples. a 

This prime miniſter wrote to count Flemmi 
| iſt July, of courle two months before the king's

. a ſhort review of all the facts which have 
been juſt expoſed, there will reſult a faithful 
ntation of the conduct of the court of 
Saxony towards the king; and a judgment may 
be formed of the juſtice of that which his may 
now obſerves with reſpect to that court. 
The court of Dreſden had a ſhare in all the 
dangerous ſchemes that had been laid againſt the 
king; its miniſters have been the authors and 
chief promoters thereof; and if that court has 
not acceded formerly to the treaty of Pet 
there was an agreement between it and its allies, 
by which it its effectual concurrence, 
only till ſuch time as the king's forces might be 
ſo weakened and divided, that pulling off the 
maſk ſnould be attended with no danger. 
His Poliſh majeſty had adopted as a principle, 
that every war between the king and one of his 
allies entitled him to make conqueſts on his ma- 
jeſty : the conſequence was, that he fancied he 
might divide, in a time of full peace, the domi- 
nions of his neighbour. 

The Saxon miniſters have rung the alarm- 
bell againſt the king all over Europe, and they 
have not been ſparing either in calummies, in lyes, 
or in ſiniſter 25 in order to increaſe the 
number of his enemies. 

Count Bruhl has entered with eagerneſs into 
the laſt plot of Vienna, by the injurious 1 
which he undertook to ſpread; and it has been 
ſhewn, that there exiſted already a ſecret combi - 
nation between the courts of Vienna and Saxony, 
agreeable to which the latter was willing to let 
the king's army go through, and then to act 
ſuitably to the events; either by uniting with his 

enemies, 
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enemies, or by making a diverſion in the ter- 


ritories that were unfurniſhed with ſoldiers. 
Such was the king's ſituation with reſpect to 
the court of Saxony, when he propoſed to march 
into Bohemia, in order to prevent the danger 
which was prepared for him : his majeſty could 
not therefore leave himſelf to the mercy of a 
court, of whoſe ill intentions he was apprized : 
but he faw himſelf forced to take ſuch meaſures 
as prudence and the fafety of his dominions re- 
quired, and in which he was authorized by the 
conduct of the court of Saxony, with regard to 
himſelf.

known by experience to what lengths 
the King of Pruſſia carries his ill in- 
tentions, in order to diſturb the repoſe of 
his neighbours ; and this prince having on 
the one hand repeatedly invaded, and laid

as auxiliary ally; and her majeſty the queen 
of Hungary and Bohemia, as party attacked, 
and actually at war, are agreed, by the 
preſent ſeparate and ſecret act, not only to 
employ their joint efforts, to the intire execu- 
tion of the act paſſed between their majeſ- 
ties the 6-174+May 1744, and the meaſures 
concerted in conſequence of the engagements 
contracted by their treaty of alliance con- 
cluded the 8th of January 1745, with the

ner unto her majeſty the queen of Hungary 
and Bohemia, all Sileſia, and the county of

Tranſlation of the fourth ſeparate 
and ſecret article of the treaty of 


Peterſburgh, 2 2d of May, 1746. 


E R majeſty the empreſs queen of 
Hungary and Bohemia, declares, That 
he will obſerve religiouſly and bona fide, the 
treaty of peace concluded between her and 
his majeſty the king of Pruſſia at Dreſden, 
the 25th of December, 1745; and that ſhe 
ſhall-not be the firſt to go from the renunci- 
ation, which ſhe has made, of her rights to 
the which has been given up of the 
dutchy of Silefia, and county of Glatz. 
But it, contrary to all expectation and the 
common deſires, the king of Pruſſia ſhould 
be the firſt to recede from this peace, by 
making any hoſtile attack, either on her 
majeſty the empreſs queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, or her heirs and ſucceſſors, or 
her majeſty the empreſs of Ruſſia, or the 
republic of Poland ; (in all which caſes, the 
rights of her majeſty the empreſs queen of

engaged, to employ to this purpoſe, the caſe 
_ exiſting, not only 30,000 men, but even the 
double, that is 60,000 men on each fide, 
and to aſſemble this body with as much ce- 
lerity as the diſtance from the neareſt pro- 
vinces will admit of. The troops of her 
imperial majeſty of all the Ruſſias will be 
employed by ſea or by land, as it ſhall be 
found moſt convenient, but thoſe of the

pences ; ſo that, in thus dividing the force of 
the enemy, the Ruſſian body may be juſtly 
conſidered as exceeding greatly the number 
of 60,000 men, her majeſty the empreſs 
queen of Hungary and Bohemia, engages 
herſelf, and promiſes, That in order the more 
effectually to teſtify her acknowledgments, 
ſhe will pay unto her majeſty the empreſs 
of Ruſſia, the ſum of two millions of florins 
of the Rhine, in a year, reckoning from the 
day of her having Sileſia in her power, with- 
out curtailing any part thereof, by virtue 


of what might have been drawn out of the 


enemy's country. 

This fourth ſeparate and ſecret article will 
have the fame force as if inſerted word for 
word in the body of the defenſive treaty, and 
is to be ratified at the ſame time.

N the conference which bas been held 
with us, under · ſigned. the $th and gth 
inſt. we have tis true, al exhibited our 
full powers, as well as the declarations of, and 
epics on, which his ma majeſty the king of 
Poland, our molt gracious maſter, 
of Saxony, is ſatisfied to accede to the treaty

- But, as their excellencies the miniſters of 
the two imperial courts, authoriſed to confer 
with us, have defired to reccive from us 
ſomething in writing, we would not miſs 
recapitulating what follows. 

1. His Poliſh majcſty acknowleges with 
equal graticude and eagerneſs, the friendſhip 
which the two imperial courts have been 
pleaſe to give him a teſtimony of, in com- 
municating to him the faid treaty, with the 
ſeparate and ſecret articles, and in defiring 


his acceſſion thereto ; but he at the fame 1 


time flatters himſelf, that as he has ſo many 
important reaſons to refrain in the preſent 
criſis from all new engagements, the two 
principal contracting parties will confider the 
facility which his majeſty ſhews on this oc- 
caſion, as a new inſtance of his ſincere friend- 
ſhip, and his perfe& confidence ; and that 
they will be the more inclinable to regulate 
the faid acceſſion on ſuch a footing, as that 
his majeſty may not only be aſſiſted without 
loſs of time, and in a manner ſufficient, the 
caſe happening, but likewiſe enjoy a proper 
indemnification, and rcal advantages, in con- 
ſequence of his reciprocal and real concur- 
rence.

As to what relates to the number of auxiliary 
troops to be furniſhed by our court, we are 
directed to wait the firſt overtures of the 
two principal contracting parties on that head.

repreſent the great regard which his majcſty 
is obliged to ſhew to the court of Denmark,

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in confideration of the ties of blood, and 
the eventual ſucceſſion which belongs to him, 
and to propoſe for this reaſon, that in return 
for the faid guaranty which his majeſty 1s 
to charge himſelf with, the guaranty of the 
two principal contracting powers, as well as 
the emperor's, be granted to him, with re- 
gard to the above - mentioned right of eventual 
ſucceſſion to the throne of Denmark; and 
that in the interim, this right may be ac- 
knowledged. 

4. As to the fourth article his maj 
approves of the wiſe and effectual meaſures 
which the imperial courts have entered on 
eventually, in caſe that his majcſty the king 
of Pruffia, notwithſtanding the exact ob- 
ſervation of the peace concluded with that 
prince, ſhould atrack a fecond time in an 
hoſtile manner the territories of either of 
the parties, and he is ready to concur therein. 
But as his majeſty has ſtill greater reaſons 
than the two imperial courts to refleEt ma- 
turely thereon ; and that he muſt above all 
conſider, that, agreeable to the ſad experience 
which he has had lately, the king of Pruffia 
has taken a pretence from the ſuccour which 
he was obliged to furniſh her majeſty the 
empreſs-queen of Hungary and Bohemia, for 


declaring him war; that moreover the electo-

Vienna, June 28, 1756. 


My Lord, 


De Klingraaf received laſt Satur- 
day an expreſs from his court, in 
conſequence of which he ſent the next 
day a card to count Caunitz, de- 
firing chat he would appoint an hour when 
he could ſpeak to him. This card was Ce- 
livered to the chancellor of ſtate, preciſely 
at the time that he was in conference with the 
marſhals Nieperg and Brown, and with ge- 
neral prince Piccolomini ; and as his intent 
was to repair immediately after the confe- 
rence to the empreſs-queen, in order to 
make her a report thereof, he ordered an 
anſwer to be returned to m, de Klingraaf ; 
that he was under a neceſſity, tis true, to go 
to Schoenbrunn ; but that he would how- 
ever take it as a favour, if he would haſten 
to come at that very inſtant ; which the 
Pruſſian miniſter did not fail to do. Count 
Caunitz told me in confidence, in a con- 
verſation which I had with him yeſterday 
F 4 morn- 
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morning, that m. de Klingraaf, upon his 
firſt coming into his apartment, had given 
ſufficient indication, by means of a certain 
diſturbance blended with uncaſineſs, which 
diſcovered itſelf on his Countenance, that 
he had juſt received an expreſs from his 
court ; who, he declared, had brought him 
ſuch orders, as he muſt expoſe the contents 
thereof in perſon to the empreſs-queen ; and 
that, for that purpoſe, he was directed to de- 
a private audience of her majeſty, 
which he defired count Caunitz would be 
pleaſed to procure him: That he, count 
Caunitz had replied, that as he was 
juſt going to Schoenbrunn, ke undertook 
with pleaſure to demand the audience for 
him which he defired ; but that he could not 
help acquainting him that it was proper he 
ſhould be enabled to prevent, at leaſt in ge- 
neral terms, the empreſs with reſpect to the 
inſinuations which he was directed to make 
her majeſty : that upon this m. de Klin- 
graaf had told him, that he was 'charged 
to aſk amicably, and by way of eclairciſſ- 
ment, iu the name of his maſter, what the 
end was of the armaments and warlike pre- 
rations making here ; and if by chance 
was meant thereby: which however 
he could not pertuade himſelf of; as he 
was not conſcious of having given the leaſt 
Oc Ca 
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cccafion thereto; that he, Caunitz, h:4 re- 
plied that he could make no previous ant: wer 
concerning this overture; thu be would not 
tail making a report thercot io the emp: efs, 
and procure chim che audience he deſired; hHow- 
ever, he could not help expreſling to him his 
turprize at the explanation which the king 
his maſter required, concerning the meaſures 
which were taking in this country ; whereas 
on this ſide no inſtance of any unea ſineſs or 
umbrage was given to this prince, on ac- 
count of ihe great motions and preparations, 
which were firſt of all obierved in his army. 
This miniſter has moreover told me, that 
having ſet out immediately after this for 
Schoenbrunn, he had reflected, as he was 
going along, on the anſwer which he ſhould 
adviſe his ſovereign to give m. de Klingraaf, 
and that upon imagining that the king of 
Pruſſia had a double object in view, which 
they wanted equally to avoid here, viz. to 
bring the bufinets to parleys and eclairciſſe- 
ments, which at once would occaſion 
a ſuipenfion of the meaſures, the vigo- 
rous continuance of which was cſteemed 
nec: ſſary; and in the ſecond place, carry 
things {till tarther, and bring other propo- 
ſitions, and more effcncial engagements on 
the carpet; he had judged that the anſwer 
ought to be of ſuch a nature, as might 
elude intirely the queſtion ot the king of 
Prutlia, and leaving no farther room for 

ulterior 
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ulterior explanations, be equally reſolute and 
polite, without being ſuſceptible of any fini- 
ſter or favourable interpretation. That, con- 
formably to this notion, it appeared to him 
ſufficient, the empreſs ſhould content herſelf 
with this ſimple anſwer ; that in the preſent 
great and general criſis in which Eu 

was, it was equally conſiſtent with her duty, 
and the dignity of her crown, to take ſuch 
meaſures as were ſufficient for her own ſe- 
curity, as well as that of her friends and 
allies : that the empreſs-queen had approved 
of this anſwer ; and as a proof that the ſtep 
and the demand of the king of Pru ſſia 
had occaſioned no perplexity here, her ma- 
jeſty had cauſed the hour for m. Klingraaf's 
audience to be appointed for next day, 
which was the day before yeſterday ; and 
that after ſhe had heard out the propoſition of 
this miniſter, juſt as he had expoſed it the 
day before to count Cavnitz, ſhe an- 
ſwered him preciſely in the ſame terms that 


have been mentioned; and by a motion of 


her head put at once an end to the audience, 
without entering into any further particulars. 
Tis true, all Vienna then aſſembled in the 
empreis- queen's antichamber, on account of 
its being a day of Gala, ſaw m. de Klin- 
graaf go in, and immediately after beheld 
hin, come out with an air pretty much ſtun- 
ped. I have received all theſe circumſtances 

from 
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from m. Caunitz's own mouth, who has on 
this occaſion ſpoke to me with more open- 
neſs and confidence than he has done till 
this time ; nay, he has charged me to men- 
tion them in my diſpatches to your excel- 
lency, reſerving however to himſelf the 
molt exact ſecrecy on that head; > 
That this anſwer, as full of as It is 
obſcure, will throw the king of Pruſſia into 
great perplexity, is not at all doubted ; and 
'tis pretended here, that this prince muſt 
be under great uneaſineſs, and that he has 
already drawn out of his treaſure near three 
millions, which his preparations and aug- 
mentations have ſtood him in. 
Tis preſumed that the end which he 
propoſed to himſelf, by aſking the above- 
mentioned queſtion, was probably this ; that 
if it ſhould be anſwered it was himſclf had 
occaſioned the armaments that were making, 
he would have endeavoured to diſculpate 
himſclf, by giving it as a proof of the con- 
that for this very reaſon he had not 
even aſſembled the troops for the camps, 
which he had already directed to be marked 
out, in order to exerciſe his ſoldiers ; but on 
the contrary had ordered the regiments to 
ſeparate ; in ho ſſibly to lay this court 
5 the 5 of following his example, 
and putting in like manner an end to its pre- 
parations ; I am however of opinion 1 * 
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he had found it a difficult taſk by theſe kind 
of illuſions, to divert it from its deſigns. 

Advice is come by an expreſs diſpatched 
by count Puebla, arrived here laſt Sun- 
day, that notwithſtanding the feigned diſ- 
politions of the king of Pruffia, his troops 


continued filing towards Sile ſia. They are 
befides, extremely ſenſible that this prince, 
by the local poſition of his army, which he 
can aſſemble in as many weeks as they muſt 
here employ months, on account of the 
diſtance of the places where the troops are 
quartered, has too palpable an advantage over 
this court here; which by long and continual 
marches, he might throw into ſuch ex : 
as might at laſt grow inſupportable ; I ſay 
they are very ſenſible how neceſſary it is to 
urſue the meaſures already begun, ſo as to 
be in the preſent circumſtances an equal 
match, and in a good poſture, by which 
means the king of Pruſſia may be obliged, 
in order to ſupport his armaments, and the 
augmentations which have already taken, or 
are totake place, and which exceed his means, 
either to dwindle away by little and little, 
or to prevent this inconvenience, ſuffer him- 
ſelf to be hurried into ſome precipitate re- 
ſolution, which is preciſely what they ſeem 
to me to with for. 
The return of M. de Klingraaf 's courier, 
which the ſaid prince muſt undoubtedly ex- 


pect 
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pect with the greateſt impatience, will enable 
us to ſee farther into his diſpoſitions. Tis 
to be believed, that if he thinks himſelf 
threatened, he will delay no longer ſtriking 


Flome blows, and preventing thofe whom he 


ſtands in fear of, in order to avail himſelf of 
the ſituation in which they ſhall be here, till 
the latter End of Auguſt, which is the time 
fixed for the total afſembly of the troops. 
But on the other hand, if he remains quiet, 
he may be perſuaded, that he will be neither 
diſturbed or attacked, af leaſt this year. How- 
ever, from what Remarks I can make, I 
cannot help thinking, but that this court 
muſt be very certain of the friendſhip and 
attachment of Ruſſia. This notion ſeems to 
me to be ſtill confirmed, by a letter which 
the Dutch Miniſter at Peterſburgh, M. Swart, 
has written, the 6th of this month, to M. 
de Burmannia, where, among other things, 
he mentions, that the French emiſſary, the 
chevalier Douglas, gained ground daily. 

As this cannot but uce in Ruſſia an 
alteration of its antient ſyſtem, it does not at 
all appear wonderful, that the high chan- 
cellor count Beſtuchef, to what 
your excellency has done me the honour to 
write me word in your laſt diſpatch, ſhould 


have reſolved on retiring into the country, 
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and to withdraw from buſineſs, till ſuch time 
as he ſhould ſee what turn affairs would take, 
and from a fore- knowledge, perhaps, that this 
moment is not very diſtant: in as much as 
all ſcems to depend on the king of Pruſſia's 
reſolutions ; it being undoubtedly true, that 
if he remains quiet, neither will the court of 
Vienna begin to do any thing, at leaſt this 
year ; but they will endeavour to complete, 
during this interval, their preparations, fo as 
to be next year in a fituation to take ſuch a 
reſolution as will be agreeable to the circum- 
ſtances, events, and times. 

And this is a further confirmation to me 
of the opinion which I took the liberty of 
communicating to your excellency in my 
foregoing letters, that our court not a 
more certain method of availing itſelf of the 
preſent conjuncture of affairs, which was 
never perhaps ſo favourable during the reign of 
our auguſt maſter, than to put itſelf in _

poſture, ſo as to be courted. One 
friends, who pretends to have his information 
from one of the clerks of the treaſury, aſ- 
ſures me, that this court has had a million of 
flocins tranſmitted to Ruſſia. 

Count Caunitz has told me, that the ad- 
vices which your excellency had conveyed 
him, relative to the rumours ſpread by the 
king of Pruſſia, with regard to certain alli- 

ances 
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ances to be entered upon between him and 
us, as alſo with Ruſſa ; and moreover, that 
the court here was interfering in a medi- 
ation between France and England, he had 
already received from elſewhere ; and con- 
ſequently, that they deſerved ſo much the 
greater attention, and required to be con- 


tradicted, of which care ſhould be taken, 


by ſending orders for that purpoſe to the mi- 
niſters of the empreſs-queen at the courts of 
Europe. I have been likewiſe told by this 
chancellor of ſtate, that there were advices, 
as if the king of Pruſſia had a notion of 
ſurprizing the town of Straiſund, in Swediſh 
Pomerania ; and that in all likelihood, ſhould 
this prove true, it muſt have been in conſe- 
quence of the plot lately diſcovered at 
Stockholm. 

Should your excellency have an oppor- 
tunity of making any inſinuations with ſafe- 
ty to the court of London, it were per- 
haps doing it a piece of ſervice to give it in- 
timations of its dangerous fituation, into 
which it has been betrayed by the bad coun- 
cils of thoſe who enjoy at preſent the great- 
eſt degree of credit there. 

This court will find it a difficult taſk to 
get out of the perplexed ſituation into which 
it has precipitated itſelf; and if it does not 
renounce the alliance of the king of ron 


641 
and make its peace with France, upon the 
beſt terms poſſihle, this laſt will proceed from 
ſucceſs to ſucceis, and from project to pro- 
ject, which at long run, may end in the 
ruin of the houſe of Hanover. 

I muſt defire it as a favour of your excel- 
lency, that you will ſay nothing particular 
to m. de Broglio, relative to what I have 
the honour to mention to your excel- 
lency ; that embaſſador correſponds with M. 
d' A ubeterre, who has told me, with ſome 
ſurprize ; count Broglio was thoroughly per- 
ſuaded that here they were hatching ſome- 
thing againſt the king of Pruſſia; and that 
he went even ſo far as to accuſe him of ditf- 
dence, and too much reſerve, relative to the 
deſigns of the court of Vienna. 

The marquis d'Aubeterre having for a 
long time ſollicited leave to abſent himſelf 
during ſome months from his poſt. in order 
to attend ſome family-affairs, has juſt ob- 
tained that favour.
